Marinette, Wis., Dec. 30—The direc 


"tors of the Northern Chautauqua asso- 
-ciation held a meeting yesterday to dis- 
cuss arrangements for the assembly next 
.year. It was decided to have one and 
Dr. H. C. Jennings, of Chicago, was en- 
gaged as superintendent. Dr. Jennings 
is one of the most successful conductors 
in the country, and as he will be given 
full control of the assembly he will no 
doubt succeed in making it the best 
ever held in northern Wisconsin. 


The assembly will open about August 


•and continue for twelve or fourteen days. 
There will be a change of program next 
year. Prof. Fairbanks will be engaged 
as musical director. The grouuds will 
be placed in first class condition. The 
Marinette Chautauqua is now one of the 
largest in the west and continues to 
grow. 
Last year over 200 people camp- 


ed out during the fifteen days' 
session 


and even more are expected this yqar. 
Many families in Menominee, Oconto, 
Green Bay, Sturgeon Bay, Escanaba and 
other cities in Northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan have purchased lots with the 
intention 'of camping every year. 
The 


attendance last year reached' 3.003 and 
4,000 at a single session. A large sum- 
mer hotel may be built. 


The interest in these gatherings in in- 


creasing year by year. Besides furnish 
ing a pleasant outing season for the 
teachers of the northern section of the 
state, by whom it is chietly maintained, 
it givers them opportunities for self im- 
provement that could not be obtained 
in any other way. The topics for discus- 
sion are chosen with an especial view to 
instruction in directions that cannot be 
pursued in the ordinary lines of study, 
-and all who attend find themselves 
greatly benefited both physically and 
mentally.

tobacco that ever left the state of Wis- 
consin will be sent out of Rock county 
on or about January 6, from the city of 
Edgerton. 
L. Bamberger & Co., of 


Philadelphia, are the shippers, and the 
American Tobacco Company are the 
pure" asers. 


Ecij^rton leaf tobacco buyers who 


were in Janesville yesterday informed a 
Gazette representatiuo that the coming 
shipment will require two special trains,' 
or a total of between sixty-five and 
seventy freight cars. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 


roilroad company will handle the'ship- 
ments, and is now collecting cars along 
the different portions of the 
lino and 


sending them to Edgerton as fast as it 
is able to secure thorn. 


One may gain a much better idea of 


this vast shipment when it is taken into 
consideration that it means the trans- 
portation of in the neighborhood of 
3,000 cases, its value being many thou- 
sands of dollars. 


On the day these two trains leave Ed- 


gerton, (it is the intention to have them 
depart as near together as is possible,) 
the whole town and surrounding coun- 
try will turn out and do honor to the 
occasion. Bright colored streamers are 
now being painted in the east, and will 
be forwarded in time to be placed on 
each side of each car. Flags and bunt- 
ing will also be lavishly displayed on all 
sides, and the two trains will be decorat- 
ed so as t-i attract as much attention as 
possible. 


This extraordinary shipment is to be 


billed to the factories of the American 
Tobacco company at Cincinnati and 
Richmond. Va. 


The greater portion of the consign- 


ment is '97 leaf grown in Rock county 
and purchased-by Edgerton representa- 
tives o£ the eastern firm.

John'C. Burke, a Member of the Regu- 


lar Army, Now Stopping at the 
Highland House—Is Nursing a Bad- 
ly Wrecked Body—Nearly Died of 
His Wounds. 


With a large scar on his right breast 


made by a cruol Spanish bullet in the - 
battle of El Caney, Cuba, Johtf C. j 
Burke, a member of'the United States 
regulars, has arrived in Janesville in the 
hope of regaining his health, 
He is 


making his headquarters at the High- 
land house on East Milwaukee street, 
and is receiving medical treatment from 
local physicians. 


Although once a robust man. in per- 


fect health, 'h-.- is now nursing a badly 
wrecked body as the result of the wound 
he received in battle p.vuiS from the effect's 
of fever contracted while in Cuba. 


Burko joined tho regular army in 


1881. and has seen services in many of 
the western forts. When the late war 
broke out he was ordered to Ouba a 
member of the Eighteenth regiment, and 
within a few days from the time they 
set foot on Cuban soil they were in the 
thickest of the trouble. 


It was while fighting in the 
front 


ranks at the battle of El Caney that 
Burke nearly lost his life. 
While the 


battle was at its height a bullet crashed 
into Burke's right breast, passed through 
his lung, and nearly through his body, 
so that it raised the skin on his back. 
He was given surgical assistance as soon 
as possible, and the bullet was located 
and removed without much trouble. A 
silk handkerchief was drawn into the 
wound so as to make it bleed freely, and 
it was the great loss of blood that made 
him weak, 


The sensation of being struck with a 


Mauser bullet is described by the 
wounded man in a most interesting way. 
The feeling at first was hardly notice-' 
ablr, and no pain was felt, but soon af- 
jerwards be suffered much. The Mauser 
bullet makes a small incision, but raises | 
havoc before its departure from 
the i 


body. 


Fever then fastened itself on Burke, 


and for a time it looked .as though he 
could not pull through. 
When the 


wcundcd man landed 
in 
Cuba he 


weighed 171 pounds, but in ten weeks' 
time ho weighed half that weight. He 
is now but a mere shadow, but is stead- 
ily gaining in health. 


Burko is a stranger here, but once 


had relatives near .Evansville.

signed a decree granting amnesty to a 
large number of persons who were 
convicted of participating in the May 
riots. Nearly 3,000 who had been sen- 
tenced for two years or less were lib- 
erated. Among those thus set free is 
Anna Kulisehoff, a Russian socialist.

DIPLOMAT ROMERO 


DIESATWASHINGTON 


MEXICAN 
AMBASSADOR 


PIRES THIS MORNING. 


Was the 
Leading Diplomatist and 


Politician of Mexico—His Death 
Caused by an Operation for Appen- 
dicitis — Has 
Had 
an 
Active 


Career. 


Washington. Dec. 30—[Special]— 


Senor Don Matias Komero. Mexican am- 
bassador, died at 4 o'clock this mora- 
ingfrom the effects of an operation for 
appendicitis. Senor Romero was one ol 
the most eminent statesmen and diplo- 
mats of Mexico. A few weeks ago 
his 


official rank was raised to that of am- 
bassador. He was one of the most pop- 
ular members of the diplomatic corps in 
Washington. 


Matias Romero was born in 1837, 


and for many years has been the lead- 
ing Mexican diplomat and a politician 
of intoonaaiooal renown. He has been 
three times ambassador to the United 
States, and at various times was secre- 
tary of the treasury and postmaeter- 
gcueral of Mexico. 'His wife, an Amer- 
scan lady of great beauty, tact and di- 
plomacy, died at 
Washington about 


three months ago. 


The funeral services will be held Sun- 


day, and the remains will be sent to
